Uncle Sam—Symbol 
Of Democracy 

An interesting question came 
up in our Fifth Grade Social 
Studies class the other day. We 
were in the midst of prepara- 
tions for our mid-term examin- 
ations and doing a bit of re- 
view. One of the students, in 
reading about our country not- 
iced the inititals U. S. She called 
it “Uncle Sam of America.” It 
sounded funny and we all 
laughed; but then, the ques- 
tion arose, how did our country 
—the United States of America, 
come to be known and referred 
to as “Uncle Sam?” A bit of 
study and student research 
brought forth some interesting 
information in the next few 
days, This is the story we Jearn- 
ed. 

All over the world, the Unitéd 
States is referred to as “Uncle 
Sam.” Cartoonists picture him 
as a tall, thin man with a white 
beard, stove-pipe hat with a 
band of stars, a long-tailed dark 
blue coat, and red and white 
striped trousers. How did Uncle 
Sam come to be a symbol of our 
country? It is believed he was 
“born” during the War of 1812, 
At that time, provisions for our 
army were stamped “U. S,"— 
meaning, of course, the United 
-States, Many of these supplies 
had to go through the office of 
Samuel Wilson, a government 

inspector at Troy, N.Y. Mr. Wil- 
son's friends called him Uncle 

m. 

One day, a new worker in the 
office asked what U. S. stood 
for. The other workers, as 
joke, told him, “Uncle Sam 
They kept the joke going. It

This nickname crowded out 
an older one. When George 
Washington was head of the 
Continental Army, one of his 
best friends was Jonathan 
Trumbull, governor of Connect- 
icut. Washington had ` trouble’ 
getting supplies. He often said, 
“We must consult Brother Jon- 
athan about this.” Others took 
up the expression, They began 
to use “Brother Jonathan’ 5 
a name for the whole country, 

Pictures of Brother Jonathan 
showed him as a tall, thin man 
in a swallow-tail coat and stove- 
pipe hat, He looked like many 
of our early Americans. When 
cartoonists turned to Uncle Sam 
as a symbol, they gave him 
Brother Jonathan's looks and 
clothes. 

In recent years, some people 
haye complained that Uncle 
Sam is too old and too out-of- 
date for our vigorous, modern 
country. They will have a hard 
time convincing most Ameri- 
cans. We like the idea of a kind- 
ly Uncle, who is always ready to 
lend a helping hand, but who 
can be steri with those who 
try to impose on him.

Bread, good whole-wheat 
bread is your next best buy. A 
jar of peanut butter and a jar 
of jelly will keep well in spite 
of poor refrigeration and hence 
are good food buys. Fruit juices 
and vegetaBle juices are next on 
list. ‘These are invaluable as 
sources for vitamins and re- 
@ilators, One can of tomato or 
Gapetruit juice everyday will 
furnish most of vitamin C re- 
quired and the rest can be got- 
fen from an orange, a banana, 
an apple or other fresh fruit. 
Do not forget that dried fruit 
such as raisins, dried prune: 
and apricots are rich sources for' 
this vitamin, Include vegetables 
dark green and yellow, some 
fats and sugars, lean meats and 
cod liver oil for protection.

Only 12 Arrests 
For Violations 

Palm Beach County had only 
12 arrests made for game and 
fish law violations last year, 
Coleman Newman, director of 
the State Game and Fresh Wat- 
er Fish Commission, said this 
week. 

The county court convicted 
10 of those arrested and ac- 
quitted two. No cases are pend- 
ing. 

Newman said 2,097 arrests 
were made throughout the state. 
And 1,868 of those arrested 
were convicted, 106 acquitted 
and only 123 cases pending 

Fishing without a license was | 
the most prevalent single of- 
fense with 891 anglers caught 
trying ‘to evade the two dollar 
fee. Hunters were more license 
conscious with only 62 arrested 
for not having them, Other fre- 
quent violations included shoot- 
ing fish, possessing more than 
the bag limit of fish and game, 
hunting out of season, and ille- 
gal netting of fish. 

Polk County lead in number 
of arrests with 124. Then came 
Hillsborough with 90, Dade 84, 
Lake 79, and Duval and Nassau 
78‘ each. 

St. Lucie was the only county 
of the 67 that had no arrests for 
game and fish violations.
